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NOTIFICATION 



This Notification is in response to the status request filed 3 1 January 2003 and the 
response to the "NOTIFICATION OF MISSING REQUIREMENTS UNDER 35 U.S.C. 371 IN 
THE UNITED STATES DESIGNATED/ELECTED OFFICE (DO/EO/US)" (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/905 mailed 22 August 2001) filed 07 November 2001. 

BACKGROUND 

On 3 1 July 2001 applicants filed U.S. application 09/890,403 as a national stage entry of 
international application PCT/GB99/04345. An oath or declaration was not included. 

On 22 August 2001, the United States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) mailed a 
"NOTIFICATION OF MISSING REQUIREMENTS UNDER 35 U.S.C. 371 IN THE UNITED 
STATES DESIGNATED/ELECTED OFFICE (DO/EO/US)" (Form PCT/DO/EO/905) 
informing applicant that an oath or declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .4979(a) and (b) and 
a surcharge pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .492(e) were due to complete the requirements for acceptance 
under 35 U.S.C. 371. 

On 07 November 2001, applicants filed via facsimile, inter alia, a declaration, surcharge 
and a petition for extension of time. 

DISCUSSION 

A review of the application file reveals that the declaration filed on 07 November 2001 is 
defective in that the country of citizenship is not clearly identified. "British subject" is not

sufficient to identify the country of citizenship as required under 37 CFR 1 .497(a). 



CONCLUSION
